ALFOTSO’S GRIT. 


HE DICTATES HIS OWN TERM S OP 


REPARATION TO GERMANY, 


And Info rms Her Tha t Unlees She Glvos 
Up All Cla im to the Ca ro lines No 
Bed ree» Will Be Ma de fo r 
the Insult. 


Madrid , Sept ll.-T hu reday*e cou ncil 
approved and dispatched, by special mes­ 
senger, an additional note to Germany re­ 
qu esting that governm ent to renou noe its 
intention to eetablish a su zerainty over the 
Caroline Felew island» . 
Unless Germany 
will agree to comply with this requ oet the 
note intimates that Spain will decline to 
make reparation for the insu lt to the Ger­ 
man embassy. 
There is a growing feeling that the recent 
action of Prem ier Canovas Del Castillo ha? 
alienatod tbe navy thu s adding to the 
gravity of the situ ation. 
It is stated that the Spanish oommander 
a t Manila telegraphs that when it was fou nd 
that the German flag had been hoisted a t 
Y ap the governor of the Carolines, Senor 
Babrilles, visited tbe commander of the 
German gu nboat It!is, and accu sed him of 
piracy and breach of international law. Tho 
German oommander replied tha t he simply 
obeyed order*. A hot argu m ent ensu ed, end­ 
ing in a scuffle, when the German commander 
retired to his ship. 
The governor then 
boarded the Spanish m an-of-war Ban Qu en­ 
tin and requ ested the captain to fire on the 
Itlia 
The captain refu sed, the governor of 
the Philippines having ordered him to avoid 
a conflict 
Batrilles ordered the crew to 
fire, whereu pon tbe captain drew a revolver 
and threatened to shoot the first man who 
obeyed or repeated the order. 
Babrilles 
again ordered the men to fire, when the 
captain shot him In the shou lder. 
Babrilles 
was afterw ard taken a prisoner to Manilr^ 
where his trial is proceeding. 
B e r l in, S ept 11. —Tbe Crown Pnnce 
Frederick W illiam ha* replied to tbe note 
from King Alfonso. 
Tbe crown prince as­ 
su res King Alfonso of the friondly desire of 
Emperor W illiam not to encroach u pon 
Spanish rights. 
A definite settlem ent of 
the pending qu estions, he says, can only bo 
attained by a fu ll agreem ent between tbe 
great power*. 
The Official Gazette declares that on Au g. 
19 the governm ent received a note from 
Spain protesting against Germ any’s occu pa­ 
tion of the Caroline islands, and that Prince 
Bismarck’» reply of Sept 4 pointed ou t that 
German traders, who had resided for many 
years on the Caroline islands, believing 
the 
islands to be 
u nclaimed, had 
de­ 
manded 
tho 
protection 
of Germany. 
Su ch protection, the chancellor said, wou ld 
have been noither solicited nor granted if it 
had been thou ght that Spain claimed tbe 
archipelago. 
Official inqu iries showed that 
tho only interest* represented on the islands 
were Gorman and British, the form er largely 
predominating. 
In view of the fact that 
Spain hail made no objection to Germany’s 
note of March, 1805, in which Germany re­ 
fu ted Spanish claims to the Carolines, Ger­ 
many waa ju stified in regarding the islands 
as owRerloss. 
Tho annexation had boon ef­ 
fected in good faith, and Germany was will­ 
ing, in a friondly spirit, to examine into the 
claims now pu t forth by Spain, or to su bmit 
the m atter to arbitration. 
The chancollor, 
in conclu ding hi« reply, said that the qu es­ 
tion was a too trival one to imperil the 
friendship cxiaiiu g botwu au Spain and Ger­ 
many. 
London , Sept. 13.—'Tho Standard Mad­ 
rid dispatches confirm 
the reports that 
Spain Thu rsday informed Germany that- 
reparation for the insu lt to the German em ­ 
bassy wou ld not be made u nless Germany 
agreed to renou nce her intention to estab­ 
lish a protectorate over the Caroline and 
Pelew telau do 
The Madrid correspondent of The Daily 
Nows say» that Germany ha* consented that 
the Vigo and Valencia consu late m atter« be 
settled « ei» arately, and allows Bi*un volu n­ 
tary action in giving 
satidactioa.

apology Is to Li u lihor verbal or printed, 
in ordor the best to prevent a frosb ou t­ 
break. which wou ld tend to .strengthen the 
opposition to the monarchy.

To Be Fo und Alo ng the Sho res o f U be 
Superio r—Specimens o f Each. 
[Auhl&nd CWia.) Co r. Chicago Herald.] 
No w that the pine baro ns have go ne 
t hro ugh this vast wilderness like a sco urge, 
Uaving wreck and ruin in their wake, o ther 
pro specto rs are at wo rk develo ping the iro n 
;epo sits which traditio n has lo ng held to be 
ibu niaat in this vieiuity. 
All the streams 
ire red and dark. 
The ro cks are rusty and 
tro wn, and even the earth seemed impreg­ 
nated with o xides. 
Where the waters are 
-till they lo o k black, and o n their surface 
ire mirro red the ro cks and pines rising 
tro m their sides. 
In the mo untains the ro ar- 
ng cataracts and winding bro o ks are a de­ 
light to the eye o f the sigbt-seer as well as 
the spo rtsman. A few ho urs’ ride fro m Ash­ 
land will put the fisherman in the vicinity 
•f as fine tro ut streams as there are in tho 
wo rld, and additio nal zest is given the spo rt 
by the wildness o f the surro undings. 
A few miles to tho east o f this place is fie 
reservatio n o f abo ut all that is left o f the 
cnce famo us Ojibways. 
Other branches o f 
the great Algo nquin family are also repre­ 
sented there. 
The red min are do cile and 
lazy. 
So me o f them wo uld starve to death 
tefo re they wo uld skirmish aro und fo r any­ 
thing to eat, but o thers have acquired the 
mo ney-making instinct and may be seen en­ 
gaged in vario us o ccupatio ns. 
One o f them 
r.a-ift medal that was given to an ancesto r 
by President Mo nro e, and he is so pro ud and 
lazy that he says he’ll be d—dif he will ever 
lo a stro ke o f wo rk fo r anybo dy. 
I rather 
idmired this Indian’s independence, and a 
h'ew ho urs later, when I was taking a sail o n 
the lake, I to ld the captain o f the steamer 
abo ut the cuss, and said: 
“These Injuns are the laziest devils I ever 
-aw. 
They make even a white lo afer tired. 
Did yo u ever kno w o ne o f them to do any­ 
thing in the lino o f wo rk?’’ 
The captain to o k a whack at the wheel, 
eyed the co mpass clo sely and replied: 
“Yes; I’m an Injun myself.” 
He was, to o , but his clo thes fitted him as 
well as tho se o f any white man I ever saw. 
After that I began to be a little careful 
ov7 I appro ached the Indian questio n, and 
by studying the faces o f the vario us peo ple 
that I met I fo und presently that a great 
many Indians and half-breeds are to be seen 
amo ng the whites, and, save fo r the eyes 
tnd hair, it wo uld be difficult to tell them 
tro m the weather-beaten Caucasians. 
, Go ing o ver to Bayfield, 
the 
steamer 
-to pped at a pier, and an Indian dressed in 
citizen's clo thes, wearing a plug hat and 
carrying a little 
hand-bag, sto o d there 
with a little bo y o f the same raeo , who vva.» 
-¿tting o n a trunk. 
Tke gang plank was 
thro wn o ut, and the Iudiau said to the cap­ 
tain, in go o d English: 
‘ Are yo u go ing to charge me anything fo r 
the bo y?” 
Where are yo u go ing.” 
“To Bayfield.” 
"No , I guess no t 
Pile in.” 
The Indian stro de into the gangway tna* 
j stically, and the liti.e bo y carried the 
trunk abo ard unassisted. 
He had evidently 
been taken alo ng as a so rt o f po rter fo r his 
■lder, who , it was easy eno ugh to see, had 
r.o great taste fo r lugging trunks. 
The sho res o f the lake are high and pre­ 
cipito us, aud abo und in amethysts, agates 
and crystals. 
Quite a trade has been built 
up in these things at Ashland and so me o f 
the specimens are extremely beautiful.

THE WORLD’S TALL TREES 


When It Gomes to H eigh t th e B ritish 
U o n Takes the Belt. 
[New Yo rk Letter.l 
“Here are the extremes o f plant lif*?,w 
said a bo tanist, ho lding a micro eco pic slide 
in o ne hand and a picture o f a great tree in 
the o ther. 
“This is a diato m, o ne o f the 
smallest vegetable o rganism« , invisible tc 
the naked eye, while this,” flo urishing the 
picture, “is the largest tree o s to height in 
the wo rld.” 
“One o f the sequo ias?” 
“No ,” was the reply. 
“Uncle Sam has 
do ne pretty well with tree3, but when it 
co mes to height the British lio n takes the 
belt, as the lo ftiest trees are fo und in the 
Australian do minio n. This pictu~e is a pho to ­ 
graph o f o ne fo und by a traveler in the 
black range o f Berwick, and it is estimated 
at 560 feet fro m the gro und to the to pmo st 
branch. 
Think o f it a mo ment,” co ntinued 
the speaker. 
“Five hundred feet means a 
go o d deal. 
It wo uld dwarf the Bartho ldi 
statue; Trinity wo uld lo o k like a telegraph 
po le co mpared to it; the Bro o klyn bridge 
wo uld be no frhero ; Strasburg cathedral 
wo uld be fifty-fo ur feet b8lo w the birds’ 
nests o n the to p branches, and, if the giant 
was placed by the side o f the pyramid o i 
Cheo ps, the leaves o f the eucalyptus wo uld 
still be twenty-five feet abo ve it. 
That’* 
the kind o f trees they have in Australia, and 
they are undo ubtedly the largest o n the 
glo be, tho ugh it is claimed that the Cali­ 
fo rnia specimens are mo re impressive fro m 
their greater bulk. 
“The gum trees, as the Australian giants 
are called, are a co mparatively mo dern dis 
co very, and fo r a lo ng time it was impo ssi­ 
ble to appro ach them, but no w ro ads are 
bro ken, and travelers can ride directly tc 
the fo o t o f sevo ral. 
One o f the first kno wn, 
a Kanni eucalyptus (Eucalyptus o o lo ssea) o l 
bo tanists, was disco vered in a glen o f the 
Warren river, western Australia. 
When 
fo und by a party o f riders, it was pro strate 
upo n the gro und, and fo ur riders abreast 
entered the trunk, that wae estimated at 
400 feet in length. 
Ano ther species, E. 
Amzgdallna, measured by Bo yle in the 
glo o my fo rest o f Daudeno ng, was fo und tc 
be 420 feet lo ng, while ano ther, no w gro w­ 
ing o n the Black Spur, ten miles fro m 
Healesviile, is 480 feet high. 
“These measurements, yo u eee, are far 
ahead o f the Califo rnia tro es, o ne o f the 
largest, that I think is kno wn as ‘The Father 
o f tho Fo rest,’ o nly measuring 433 feet, and 
being 110 feat in circumference at the base. 
The o ne called 'The Mo ther o f the Fo rest’ 
measures 330 feet in height, with a circum­ 
ference at the base o f ninety feo t* 
When 
they feilo d the famo us ‘Traveler’ in 1853, 
and, by tho way, every man that had a 
hand in it o ught to have been sent to Dry 
To rtugas, it to o k five o r six men nearly a 
mo nth to bring it to tho gro und, and they 
had all kinds o f to o ls to wo rk with, pumy 
augers, weJgss and everything yo u co uld 
think o f.'* 


The H otel BUI of Fare.

Amid ail the fierce co mpetitio n o f summer 
reso rts, it is strange that no ho tel-keeper has 
yet arisen with genius o r co urage sufficient 
to make a new departure in the bill o f fare. 
The effo rt o f all these estimable men is the 
same—to make the lo ngest po ssible list o f 
dinner dishea 
And the effo rt o f all their 
guests is co nstantly the same—to find so me­ 
thing in the list that they care to e a t After 
many experiments, mo re o r less disastro us— 
o r, in the case o f o ld stagers, witho ut taking 
any new risks—they co mmo nly settle do wn 
upo n a few o f the plainest items that the 
menu o ffers. 
Th8 rest remain untested. 
Bo universal is this experience o f the fu til­ 
ity o f the bill o f fare that o ne can no t but 
marvel to find it year after year unchanged.

And yet they must o ccupy a great 
deal o f attentio n fro m the co o ks, which 
might bo co ncentrated with much better 
effect upo n the few things that the guests 
do eat. 
It is apparently an inseparable part o f the 
American ho tel system that everything 
which co mes o ut o f o ne kitchen must have 
the s-arne flavo r, and thus even the variety 
that is pro mised by the lo ng bill o f fare 
pro ves o nly a mo re aggravated mo no po ly.

o f a go o d square meal, well cho sen, well 
co o ked and well served, the health, co mfo rt 
and go o d humo r o f the guests wo uld be wo n­ 
derfully pro mo ted and the fo rtunes o f the 
ho tel co uld no t fail to be advanced. 
There is 
a wide field fo r ho tel refo rm here, in which 
mo ney may be bo th made and saved.

There is a brisk wind 
blowing from the east and as the day is 
fair every thing appears favorable.

good shape. 
At an early hour to-day the 
river was crowded shipping, boats of all 
sorts and k inds, carry ing the hundreds of 
thousands from all points to witness the 
race. 
About noon a bark outward bound 
got ahead of both the sailboats and the 
contestants were compelled to pay off. 
This mishap enabled the Genesta to get 
ahead of the Puritan, and she has k ept 
lead ever since, gaining slowly . 
At half- 
past one the Genesta turned the buoy 
twenty seconds—or about three quarters 
of a mile—ahead of the American boat. 
The Genesta, it is now fully expected, 
will be winner.

The Lee County Soldiers’ Monument. 


At the July meeting of the Board of 
Supervisors the proposition of Colonel 
Dy sart to appropriate ten thousand dol­ 
lars for a soldiers’ monument was post­ 
poned until the present September meet 
ing of the Board. 
The matter was made 
a special order for an extra se: 'ion last 
evening and the question was quite ex­ 
tensively debated by the originator of the 
measure and Henry Bly , Supervisor from 
Ashton. 
The former made a very patri 
otic speech in favor of the measure and 
urged its adoption as a matter of justice 
to the heroes who died that the country 
might live. 
The Colonel, as strong argu­ 
ments for the measure, showed that even 
dowTn in Democratic Egy pt many counties 
of this State hud erected soldiers’ m onu­ 
ments at a cost of from twenty to thirty 
thousand dollars. 
He made an earnest 
plea for the monument, but a motion by 
Mr. Bly to again postpone the question 
unt’l the July meeting, defeated the Col­ 
onel’s pet measure by a y ote of thirteen 
to seven. 
It was thought by some that 
the Colonel would have succeeded had the 
matter been brought 
to a vote. 
There 
was much disappointment by those pres­ 
ent that one of or r own Supervisors, J udge 
Wood, voted to postpone the question, 
hut we presume that he can give good 
reasons for l»?s action in the matter.

This is the theory we have 
to offer in explaining the frequent inter­ 
rogatory put to us by persons anxious to 
k now “ Wny it is that the Dixon S u n is 
opposed to having the Soldiers’ Home lo­ 
cated here?” T he T e le gra ph does not 
k now. 
It can only mak e a rough guess. 
The S u n probably will tell y ou that it is 
not opposed to the location of the Soldiers’ 
Home at Dixok . 
Then why did the S u n 
in a most ungentlemanly and rude m an­ 
ner insult the locating commission when 
here, if it is true that it is favorable to the 
location of the Soldiers’ Home at Dixon? 
That paper answers, to use its own exact 
words, that it “ was more in sport than 
in earnest.” 
So, y ou see, tbe editor, 
wh;!e many citizens of Dixon were spend* 
ing their time and money , anxiously en­ 
tertaining, to mak e it pleasant for seven 
distinguished citizens of tbe State, we 
see the excessively funny editor of the 
S u n , -“ legorically speak ing, leap into the 
midst of the guests and shout “ These 
men are dead beats; social leeches and 
bribe tak ers, who go about stealing enter­ 
tainm ents.” 
You see that was the sum 
and substance of the 
S u n 's editorial 
“ jok e,” which appeared on the very day 
that the commissioners to locate the Home 
were here. 
And now comes the editorial 
excuse that it was “more in sport than in 
earnest.” 
Certainly the S u n 's idea of 
wit and humor is most extraordinary .

seems to forget that

The ribald characteristic of the 
S u n 's edi­ 
torials when speak ing of T he T e le gra ph 
pass for pleasant jok es with its saloon 
readers, we presume; but such language, 
used in 6peak ing of strangers invited to 
our city on a business of vital interest to 
our people, would not be considered by 
such honorable guests as in the least fun­ 
ny . 
To pass off a most disgraceful insult

Such unusual levity is 
characteristic of our neighbor.

many months since three of Dixon’s citi­ 
zens, who had done more to build up the 
place than any other trio who ever lived 
in it,pas 9ed to their long homes 
Each of 
these citizens liberally used bis infiuence 
and wealth to build up the 
S u n and that 
paper had alway s, when they had pat­ 
ronage to give, been quite lavish in its 
praise of ail three. 
This was. m nd y ou. 
when “thrift might follow fawning.” 
But now comes the strange part of the 
S u n 's conduct. 
While the soil was y et 
newjy y ellow over the grave of each there 
appeared a most disgraceful,cruel and in­ 
sulting editorial in that paper against the 
dead. 
We have never ask ed the S u n why 
these insults against the helpless dead, 
and we speak of it now on’v to show how 
unaccountable are its whims, and y et to 
illustrate that there is still a most remark ­ 
able cousistancy in all its conduct. 
If 
the .sW ever give^an explannatim for in­ 
sulting the dead citizens who had be­ 
friended its editor when he most needed1 
friends; the reply worM be,probably , that 
it was “ more in sport than in earnest.’ 
The trouble with such people is that when 
they should be in earnest *hey are acting 
the buffoon, and when they should be 
pleasant they rre “grum py .” 
It is not 
checa ful to have 
a clown waltz into a 
funeral assembly , crack ing his jok es ©n 
the dead cit’zen, nor is it pleasant for 
gentlemen to endure the coa. 
a insults of 
a buffoon though ’he ribald may be “ more 
of a jok e” than as an expression of oppo 
sition to tlie object of tbe meeting.
